SACRAMENTO, Dec. 24.—The first 
test of the spinal fluid of Alex Kels. 
condemned murderer, showed bo 
trace of a disease that might indi 
The test was mace 
at the Stanford University medical 
school. 

The test was a “Wassermann testi,” 
and as reported to Judge C. E. Me- 
Laughlin, chairman of the _ prison 
board, said: 

“Wassermann test is negative in 

quantity as high as one cubit cen- 
timeter.” 
, The test is one of three being made 
under the direction of the prison 
board. Reports on the others are 
expected hourly. 

Although doctors agree that this 
result does not guarantee Kels’ san- 
ity, it is a fairly good indication that 
at least his brain is not tainted with 
@ very common kind of insanity. 

Unless the other analysis reports 


‘run contrary to the one received— 


which seems hardly possible---a 
complete sanity test for Kels will 
probably never he made. 

Pleas for a complete sanity test 
for Kels were based on hints that 
his brain was tainted with disease. 
The Wassermann test made at Stan- 
ford destroys any such supposition. 

Members of the State Prison Board 
ordered the tests made over opposi- 
tion from Governor Richardson and 
Warden J. J. Smith of Folsom pris- 
on, where Kels is held for execution 
on January 4. 

Heated verbal warfare has raged 
for many days regarding the case-— 
the governor on one side and the 
prison board on the other. Both 
sides have hurled the accusation
